i 1.(1) These regulations may be called the Oil and NaiiJ- 
i ral Gas Commission (Death, Retirement and 

Terminal Gratuity) (Amendment) Regulations, 
* 1988. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on 

4 the 1st Day of January, 1986. 

2. In the Oil and Natural Gas Commission (Death, Retire¬ 
ment and Terminal Gratuity) Regulations, 1969, 


(a) For clause (3) of regulation 2, the following clause 
shall be substituted, namely ;— 

(3) “Emoluments" means the pay, including special pay, 
personal pay, dearness pay and dearness allowance, 
technical pay and any other emoluments classed as 
pay by the Commission, drawn by the employee 
per month immediately prior to the date of quitting 
service, without any ceiling on reckonable emolu¬ 
ments for the purpose of calculating the Gratuity”. 

(b) For sub-regulations (1) and (2) of regulation 4, the 
following sub-regulation shall be substituted namely :— 

(1) The gratuity shall be equal to one-fourth of the emo¬ 
luments for each completed period of six months 
of qualifying service, subject to a maximum of 
16-1/2 times of emoluments or rupees one lakh, 
whichever is less. 

Provided that in the case of any employee who 
is covered under the definition of “employee" as 
given in clause (e) of section 2 of the Payment of 
; Gratpity Act, 1972 (39 of 1972) the gratuity shall 

be equal to l/4th of emoluments for each completed 
period of six months of qualifying service subject 
to maximum of 20 times of the emoluments. 

(2) In the case of death of an employee, the amount of 
gratuity shall be calculated under sub-regulation (1) 
or as mentioned below, whichever is more namely :— 

(i) during the first year of service, the gratuity shall 
be equal to 2 months emoluments; 

(ii) after one year but before five years of service, 
the gratuity shall be equal to six months emolu¬ 
ments; 

(iii) After five years’ but before 20 years’ service, 
tne gratuity shall be equal to six months emolu- 
lumcnts; 

* (iv) after completion of 20 years’ service the gratuity 

shall be equal to one-half of monthly emolu¬ 
ments for each completed period of six months 
of qualifying service subject to a maximum of 
33 times of monthly emoluments or rupees one 
lakh, whichever is less. 

Provided that the gratuity, so calculated shall 
be reduced by the amount of commission’s 
contribution together with interest thereon stand¬ 
ing to the credit in the Contributory Provident 
Fund account of the employee. 

Provided further that in the case of an em¬ 
ployee, who is governed by the Workmen’s Com¬ 
pensation Act, 1923 (8 of 1923), and is entitled 
to compensation under that Act, in the event of 
his death, his family shall be entitled either to 
death gratuity under these regulations or the 
compensation payable under that Act, which¬ 
ever is more.
